On 12 Septerber 1951, no Soviet troop movements were seen west of the inter- 
section of the Gardeleren-Letzlingen secondary railroad Line and the Gerdc. 
leren<Stendal trunk line. The former parachuta denot was completely decteny- 
ed. The former parachutist training carm northwest of Kloster Houendorl, 
north of the Cerdeleren-Jaevenitz road, was cccupled to capacity. The hillet- 
ing area, which aprarentiy extended nerthvard for 1 or 2 km, was surrounded 
by a hirh board fence which blocked the view into the caap. Its northern 
section apparently contained target ranges because machine sun end rifie Lire 
was heard from there. Sentries observed at the camp wore red-vordered black 
epaulets without branch-of-service insignia, A spur track led from the
